Laos Isn't Going 
~ Communist, 
Says Whitehall 


London, Jan. 9. 


The forthcoming visit of Laotian Prime Minister 
Prince Souvanna Phouma to London should 
help confirm the British government’s belief 
that, contrary to many predictions, Laos re- 
mains firmly anti-Communist. .

On five motnings of cvery 
week, he goes to the muscum at 
Tring, near London, established

Rothschild and himself and since 
taken over by the British 
Museum. ,' There, his one scr- 
viocable eve Is often pressed to 
n microscope. 

For Dr Jordan helped to lay 

the foundation of entomological 
work on ‘ discase—tracing the 
connection between the fica, the 
rat, the bubonic plaguc and 
man, Just as Ross had lnked 
that other — blood-sucker, the 
mosquito, with malaria. 
. But probably his greatest con- 
tribution to science has been to 
reduce the unknown world of 
the fica to a system of precise, 
scholarly identification—a classi- 
fleation which has taken him 
over 50 years. >: 


STIMULATED 


In all parts of the world, says 
Dr Eugene Munroe, of the 
‘Entomglogy Division in Ottawa, 
are scientists whose work has 
deen Immensurably — stimulated 
by Dr Jordan, personally or by 
letter, 

From 1885 to the present day, 
Dr Jordan has produced a 
never-cading: stream of papers 
and publications on insccts, 
ronging from African longicorns 
fo “n very remarkable new 
fien from” Argentina." Just 
before his 96th birthday, ac 
completed at very diMcult 
treatise on a group which -hod 
puzzled other workers at the 
Brith Museum—"The genus of 
Palacarctic und Nearetle Flea."

ASTONISHED 


Awkward In speech and man- 
ner and never a lover of social 
fe, he regularly angered his 
father, One biographer has re- 
eniled that he was constantly in 
diMcuities, whether it was with 
a cassowary or a chorus girl, a 
final income tax demand or a 
hungry Iguana. 

To Cambtidge University, he 
took a large slock of kiwis, and 
he was wont — to astonish 
Piccadilly by bowling along In o 
corriage Urnwn by four lovely 
zebras. 

Among his activities, — he 
amassed =the © world’s then 
grentest collection of 2,600,000 
fleas, beetles, butterflies and 
moths and brought young 
Jordan, sill ofn unknown 
teacher in Germany, over fo 
England In 1893 to classify the 
first 300,000. Within a year, 
60,000 different species had. been 
identiNed and arranged, although 
Jordan had no proper deske in 
the two cottages which com- 
prised the museum ond the best 
Hight for work with tho 
microscope was beside a window 
on on landing. 

Within o few years, Lord 
Rothschild ‘had switched him 
from beetles to butterflies. He 
had also given him a desk and 
a proper light. 


SINGLENESS 


With an amazing singleness of 
purpose which runs like a stecl 
thrend through his life, Jordan, 
worling offen far info the night, 
produced hig “systematics of, 
classification, the first reasoning 
key to that part of “the rival 
aorta" of Insects occupied by 
the flea, 

He applied himself to every 
channel of research, He missed 
nothing, He paid personal visits 
{o Mountuinous areas of Europe 
{rom the Pyrences to the Dolo 
rites, to Algeria, the Enstern 
United States, South West 
Africa and Angola. He wnrs 
interested In atl animals—but 
ony for the flens they carried. 

In his world-fumous partner- 
ship with Charles, Lord 
Rothschild's younger brother, he 
helped to establish, Jn 1908, that 
the widely distributed tropical 
flea, Xenopsy lla Cheopis, 
transmits the bubonic . plague 
which, in the East, is often re- 
gurded os.an “act of God.” Lord 
Rothschild = found the first 
specimen when he was not con- 
terned with the plague but was 
studying fleas for their own 


sake. 


THE LARGEST 


Eventually, it was to become 
clear that the absence of plague 
in some arcas of India during 
a particular visitation was duc, 
to the fact that the rat fleas 
there were not .Xenopsylla 
Cheopls but Astin. This de- 
monstrated how important it Js 
to study the various species of 
flea and classify and catalogue 
them. 

Noted, as a rapid workor, 
Jordan usually spent 16 hours 
describing a new fien or beetle. 

Under the management of the 
British Museum, -he became one 
of the principal experts, preside 
ing over a collection which now 
totals 15,000,000 Insects. (of 
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nearly o milllon different 
species) ‘ond 4s larger, St 15 
claimed, than onything in the 
United States or the Sovict 
Union. 

His conclusions were always 
orlginn) and not even hinted at 
by carller workers. He decided 
what wete the main or higher 
groups of fica or beetle, ond 
what must be regarded as sub- 
species. i 

As far as is known his de- 
cisions have never been disput- 
ed. Certainly his catergotics 
of species and sub-specles have 
never been upset. His plan of 
the diversified flea is s0 com- 
plete.that whenever fresh cone 
tributions are recelved [rom re- 
mote corners of the globe, they 
tlwuys At into a walting slot. 


PAINSTAKING 


The study of insects demands 
Srst of all painstaking tdentl- 
feation, This involves study of 
the minutest detail, such as the 
number of spines und spincleis 
along the side of a particular 
genus of fiea—which may be as 
much as 62. ‘ 

In his latest paper, Dr Jordan 
tnkes a foreign scientist to task 
for counting the spinelets down 
one side of a flen ond then 
ussuming that It had the same 
number down the’ othor side. 
In fact, it had not. He also 
points out that a flea's head 
Hlustrated by the same scientists 
os that of a female is really that 
of a male, 

The paper contalns erudite 
comments like “the forehead of 
the sub - species Stenoponta 
Tripectinata Bareann is shorter 
thon that of three othér. sub- 
species." On such mucroscopic 
details does identification de- 
pend, 

The science of identification 
has disposed of the old idea that 
fleas are restricted in thelr 
movements, Rothschild’s Poly- 
genis Robert} (1905), originally 
deseribed oy from southern 
Brazil, is now known to range 
16 northern Venezuela and even 
fo Guatemala, in Central 
America, Another flea well- 
known as ao parasite on certain 
birds In the northern, regions 
of the Old and New Worlds has 
been found In the mountains of, 
Panama and jin the Philippics. 
South American rodent fleas 
have been discovered on scene 
birds In the Antarctic. 


AEROPLANES 


Fleas have used. senblrds os 
well as ships'. rat for travel. 
They now also use ueroplanes. 

Today, Dr Jordan is hailed by 
sclentists as one of the world’s 
grentest biologica) and entomo- 
logical thinkers. It has been 
suid of him; “He is 50 years 
ohead of his time, but he has 
lived long enough for fame to 
catch up with him."

The oppeal was brought by 
the 12 people against the de~ 
cision of Miss B. K. Searle 
who found that they had 
played in a common gaming 
house in Ko Shing Street on 
Aqgast 31, last year, 


The appellants were repre- 
rented by Mr Lawrence Leong, 
Instructed by Mr W. H. Young, 
Mr J. McRobert, Crown Couns 
sel, appeared for the Crown, 


Ruling 


Quashing the convictlon on the 
first two charges, Mr Justice 
Reece ruled that the conclusion 
reached by the Magistrate in her 
rearons for holding that the 
premises were a common gaming 
house was not and could not be 
supported by the evidence ond 
she was therefore not right in so 
holding. It followed that the 


‘Mogistrate could not be right in 


holding that afl the appellants 
were gaming therein, His Lord= 
ship added.
